The  year  1867,  regarded  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view, 
presents  no  very  marked  character.  The  Manchester  and  Sal¬ 
ford  Sanitary  Association  have  not  to  record  any  special  and 
devastating  epidemic,  nor  the  exertions  which  such  a  visitation 
calls  forth.  They  trust,  however,  that  they  have  been  doing 
work  which,  if  persevered  in,  will  bring  its  reward  in  a  diminu¬ 
tion  of  preventible  diseases,  and  in  the  well-being  and  happiness 
attendant  upon  such  a  result. 

The  great  lesson  the  Sanitary  Association  has  had  the  pri¬ 
vilege  to  teach  is  the  necessity  for  a  permanent  organization  whose 
duty  it  would  be  systematically  to  watch  over  the  public  health. 
The  Committee  following-up  the  previous  endeavours  of  the 
Society  in  this  direction,  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  urged  the 
Manchester  and  Salford  Corporations  to  appoint  highly  quali¬ 
fied  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  the  two  Boroughs,  and  stated 
the  conditions  which  they  in  common  with  all  versed  in  sanitary 
matters  considered  indispensable  to  the  beneficial  operation  of 
such  a  procedure. 

The  Manchester  Corporation  have  recently  so  far  complied 
with  the  manifest  desire  of  their  constituents  as  to  appoint  a 
Health  Officer.  Their  action  has  not  given  entire  satisfaction 
to  this  Association,  inasmuch  as  they  have  not  required  the 
whole  services  of  the  gentleman  they  have  selected,  but  have 
rendered  his  duties  as  Health  Officer  in  some  measure  subordi¬ 
nate  to  other  appointments  previously  held  by  him.  Impressed 
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with  the  primary  importance  to  Manchester  of  obtaining  the 
undivided  attention  of  such  an  officer  the  Committee,  at  a 
Special  Meeting  held  on  the  20th  of  March,  1868,  adopted  the 
following  Memorial  on  the  subject : — 

To  the  Mayor ,  Aldermen ,  and  Councilmen  of  the  City  of 

Manchester. 

Gentlemen, 

The  Committee  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Sanitary  Asso¬ 
ciation  have,  of  late  years,  assiduously  supported  the  endeavour  to 
obtain  the  appointment  of  a  medical  officer  of  health  for  the  City  of 
Manchester*  They  have  on  no  occasion  withheld  their  opinion  as  to 
the  essential  points  to  he  taken  into  consideration  with  respect  to 
such  an  appointment.  Above  all  has  the  necessity  been  invariably 
insisted  upon  that  the  person  to  be  installed  in  the  new  office  should 
be  entirely  untrammeled  by  any  other  business  ties.  For,  if  an  ade¬ 
quate  salary  was  always  considered  a  primary  requisite,  it  was  because 
it  was  held  indispensable  that  the  functionary  in  question  should  de¬ 
vote  the  whole  of  his  time  and  attention  to  the  new  office,  requiring 
as  it  does  in  a  great  measure  to  be  shaped  and  organized  by  him 
who  should  the  first  be  invested  with  it.  It  is  therefore  with  some 
surprise  and  regret  that  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Sanitary  Asso¬ 
ciation  have  learnt  the  decision  recently  arrived  at  by  the  Town 
Council.  It  appears  that  the  long-looked-for  appointment  has  been 
conferred  upon  an  officer  burdened  already  with  an  amount  of  public 
business  the  demands  of  which  cannot  fail  seriously  to  detract  from 
his  efficiency  as  the  medical  officer  of  health  for  a  place  so  large  and 
important  as  Manchester.  Conscious  of  being  supported  in  this  view 
by  the  opinion  of  the  medical  profession  generally,  and  of  the  en  • 
lightened  portion  of  the  community,  this  Association  consider  that 
they  would  be  failing  in  their  duty  were  they  not  to  urge  on  the  Town 
Council  the  expediency  of  so  modifying  the  terms  of  the  appointment 
as  to  enable  the  officer  of  health  to  devote  himself  exclusively  to  the 
engrossing  requirements  of  his  onerous  post.”

The  Committee  believe  that  sanitary  progress  will  be  slow 
until  the  appointment  of  medical  officers  of  health  becomes 
general  in  rural  as  well  as  urban  districts.  It  is  scarcely  pos¬ 
sible  for  this  to  take  place  without  Groverhment  aid,  and  public 
opinion  is  not  at  present  sufficiently  aroused  to  the  importance 
of  such  a  reform  to  enable  a  government  to  carry  a  system  that 
would  be  applicable  to  the  whole  country.  The  Committee 
welcome,  therefore,  the  plan  sketched  by  Dr.  William  Farr,  in 
a  letter  to  the  Registrar  General,  appended  to  the  twenty- 
seventh  annual  report  of  the  latter,  as  a  most  satisfactory  solution 
of  the  difficulty  :  Dr.  Farr  proposes  the  registration  of  uncerti¬ 
fied  deaths  and  still-births  through  the  instrumentality  of 
Registration  Medical  Officers,  who  should  act  as  officers  of 
health  in  their  respective  districts.  Two  important  functions 
would  thus  be  discharged  in  each  district  by  one  officer,  and  the 
beneficial  results  of  this  scheme  would  amply  compensate  for 
the  necessary  outlay.  Mr.  II.  C.  Oats  and  Dr.  Ransome,  at 
the  request  of  the  Association,  drew  up  the  following  Memo¬ 
rial  to  the  Home  Secretary  on  the  subject,  which  was  signed 
by  more  than  a  hundred  influential  gentlemen  of  Manchester 
and  Salford : — 

To  the  Right  Honorable  Gathorne  Hardy ,  Her  Majesty' s  Principal 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department. 

The  Memorial  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Sanitary  Association. 
Humbly  Showeth,' — 

That  the  registration  of  the  cause  of  death  under  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  existing  registration  acts  not  being  compulsory  is,  in  our 
opinion,  very  imperfectly  performed.  The  certificates  given  are  often 
those  of  unqualified  medical  practitioners,  whilst  in  a  large  number 
of  instances  no  certificate  of  death  is  obtained. 
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That,  in  consequence  of  such  imperfect  registration,  the  re¬ 
ports  of  the  Registrar  General  are,  to  a  great  extent,  useless  as 
scientific  records,  and  comparatively  useless  as  a  basis  for  legislation 
for  sanitary  purposes. 

That  as  a  further  consequence  of  such  imperfect  registration, 
and  also  through  the  absence  from  the  registration  act  of  any  provi¬ 
sion  for  the  registration  of  still-births,  no  adequate  means  exist  for 
preventing  the  concealment  of  crimes  of  violence,  especially  in  the 
case  of  young  infants. 

That  the  enquiry  held  in  the  Coroner’s  Court  from  the  want 
of  medical  evidence  is  too  often  little  better  than  a  mere  form. 

That  there  is  in  many  parts  of  the  kingdom  a  total  want  of 
efficient  sanitary  supervision,  and  that  in  consequence  thereof  the 
causes  of  disease  are  not  brought  under  the  notice  of  the  local  autho¬ 
rities,  and  it  is  only  reasonable  to  believe  that  many  deaths  thus 
occur  which,  with  proper  care,  might  have  been  prevented. 

That  to  remedy  these  defects  there  ought,  as  your  memorial¬ 
ists  believe,  to  be  in  all  parts  of  the  kingdom  skilled  persons  appointed 
as  officers  of  health,  whose  function  it  should  be  to  examine  the  body 
of  every  person,  the  cause  of  whose  death  has  not  been  duly  certified 
by  a  qualified  medical  practitioner,  and  also  to  examine  the  body  of 
every  infant  alleged  to  have  been  still-born,  the  fact  of  whose  still¬ 
birth  has  not  been  duly  certified  by  a  qualified  medical  practitioner, 
and  also  to  attend  as  assessors  to  the  coroners  at  every  coroner’s 
inquest,  and  further  to  make  themselves  acquainted  with  the  nature 
and  causes  of  any  diseases  extensively  prevalent,  or  whose  prevalence 
is  to  be  feared,  and  report  thereon  to  the  local  authorities  or 
to  the  government,  and  to  give  such  advice  as  they  may  think  neces¬ 
sary  with  reference  to  the  steps  to  be  taken  for  the  prevention  of 
such  diseases,  and  generally  to  perform  the  duties  of  medical  officers 
of  Health. 

And  your  memorialists  humbly  submit  that  such  officers  ought 
not  to  be  removable  by  the  local  authorities,  nor  be  allowed  to  engage 
in  the  ordinary  duties  of  medical  practice. 
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Your  memorialists  therefore  humbly  suggest  that  the  matters 
above  referred  to  may  receive  such  consideration  as  their  importance 
seems  to  demand,  and  that  with  a  view  to  legislation  on  the  subject 
such  enquiries  may  be  made  and  such  steps  taken  as  may  appear 
best  calculated  to  aid  in  attaining  the  ends  proposed. 

The  following  letter  was  received  in  answer  to  the  Memo¬ 
rial  : — 

Whitehall,  August  16th,  1867. 

Sir, 

With  reference  to  your  letter  of  the  9th  of  July  I  am  directed 
by  Mr.  Secretary  Hardy  to  inform  you  that,  from  inquiries  which  he 
has  instituted  into  the  subject,  he  does  not  think  it  desirable  that  the 
registration  of  the  births  of  still-born  children  should  be  introduced 
into  England  and  Wales  :  nor  that  officers  of  health  need  be  appointed 
in  all  parts  of  the  kingdom,  for  the  purpose  of  personally  examining 
the  body  of  every  still-born  infant  whose  birth  has  not  been  legally 
certified  by  a  qualified  practitioner.  It  appears,  also,  to  Mr.  Hardy, 
that  cases  of  great  hardship  would  occur  if  no  funeral  were  allowed 
to  take  place  where  a  certificate  of  the  cause  of  death,  from  a  legally 
qualified  practitioner,  was  not  procurable,  until  the  body  had  been 
examined  by  the  officer  of  health  proposed  to  be  appointed  in  the 
Memorial  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Sanitary  Association.

It  thus  appeared  that  the  Secretary  of  State  had  directed  his 
attention  to  matters  of  detail,  to  the  neglect  of  the  more  urgent 
demands  for  registration  and  health  officers.  The  Committee 
resolved  to  supplement  the  memorial  by  a  further  communica¬ 
tion,  and  the  following  answer  to  the  Secretary  of  State’s  letter 
was  sent  by  the  Committee  ; — ■ 
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To  the  Right  Honorable  Gathorne  Hardy. 

Sir, 

The  Committee  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Sanitary 
Association  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
communication,  dated  August  1 6th,  and  have  duly  taken  into  con¬ 
sideration  your  remarks  upon  the  subject  of  their  Memorial.  They 
feel  called  upon  to  trouble  you  with  a  reply,  because  it  appears  to 
them,  that  your  objections  have  proceeded  from  some  misapprehension 
as  to  the  meaning  of  the  said  Memorial. 

In  the  first  place,  the  Committee  did  not  urge  the  necessity 
of  appointing  medical  officers  of  health  solely,  or  even  chiefly,  in 
order  to  perform  the  two  duties  which  have  been  selected  for  notice 
in  your  letter.  The  Memorial  mentions  several  other  very  important 
functions  which  might  with  advantage  be  performed  by  these  officers, 
and  the  appointment  of  such  officers  was  sanctioned  in  the  Act,  Vic. 
1 1  and  12,  Chap.  63,  Clause  40  ;  and  his  duties  will  be  found  detailed 
in  the  accompanying  Recommendation,  lately  issued  by  the  Sanitary 
Association. 

Secondly,  it  is  stated  in  your  communication,  “  that  it  does 
not  appear  desirable  that  the  registration  of  the  births  of  still-born 
children  should  be  introduced  into  England  and  Wales.”  The 
Committee  wish  to  state  that  they  have  never  recommended  that 
this  should  be  done,  but  they  have  affirmed,  that  for  the  want  of 
provisions  for  this  registration,  no  adequate  means  exist  for  preventing 
the  concealment  of  crimes  of  violence  in  the  case  of  young  infants, 
and  they  suggest  that,  to  prevent  these  crimes,  one  of  the  duties  of 
the  medical  officer  should  be,  not  to  register  the  still-birth,  but  to 
examine  the  body  before  burial. 

The  Committee  submit  that  some  alteration  in  the  regulations 
respecting  children  alleged  to  be  still-born  is  urgently  necessary. 
That  it  is  not  considered  sufficient  for  the  protection  of  society  against 
the  crime  of  infanticide  that  merely  the  midwife  (often  unqualified, 
usually  a  female,)  gives  a  note  stating  that  any  child  was  still-born 
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and  it  is  on  record  that  such  a  notice  has  been  given  when  the  child 
lived  five  days  after  birth. 

Thirdly. — With  respect  to  the  observation  “that  cases  of  great 
hardship  would  occur  if  no  funeral  were  allowed  to  take  place,  when 
a  certificate  of  the  cause  of  death  by  a  legally  qualified  medical 
practitioner  was  not  procurable,  until  the  body  had  been  examined 
by  the  officer.”  It  appears  to  the  Committee  that,  in  making  this 
suggestion,  they  were  merely  seeking  for  an  extension  of  a  plan,  the 
principle  of  which  has  already  received  the  sanction  of  the  Legis¬ 
lature  in  the  Act  relating  to  Friendly  Societies,  \21  and  22  Viet., 
Cap.  101,  Sect.  2,)  wherein  it  is  provided  that,  if  any  child  shall  not 
have  been  attended  by  a  qualified  medical  practitioner,  the  medical 
officer  of  the  Union  or  Parish  in  which  such  child  shall  have  been 
resident  shall  deliver  to  the  parents  or  friends  of  the  deceased  child 
a  certificate  stating  the  probable  cause  of  death.  The  Committee 
assume  that  no  medical  practitioner  would  give  such  a  certificate, 
without  first  ascertaining  the  probable  cause  of  death  by  a  proper 
inspection  of  the  body,  and  they  respectfully  point  out  that  they 
merely  wish  this  duty  to  be  performed  by  a  properly  qualified  officer 
in  every  case  of  uncertified  death.” 

This  letter  closed  the  correspondence. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  Salford  Town  Council  was 
requested  to  grant  to  a  limited  liability  company  an  exclusive 
license  to  establish  a  slaughter-house  and  dead-meat  market  in 
Salford.  The  site  fixed  upon  was  in  the  midst  of  a  densely  popu¬ 
lated  district,  situated  between  Worsley  Street  and  the  river. 
The  Committee  passed  a  resolution,  which  was  forwarded 
to  the  Salford  Council,  setting  forth  the  conditions  which 
should  obtain  in  an  abattoir  on  such  a  scale  as  would  suffice  for 
so  large  a  borough,  and  which  it  was  impossible  to  observe  in  a 
building  on  the  spot  proposed.  It  was  resolved  by  the  Salford 
Town  Council — “That  the  proposed  site  in  Worsley  Street  is 
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unsuitable  for  a  slaughter-house  and  dead-meat  market  on  so 
large  a  scale,  and  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  it  is  not 
desirable  to  grant  leases  (even  if  the  Corporation  had  power)  to 
any  company  or  person  for  such  purpose.’’ 

The  question  of  the  comparative  advantages  of  a  slaughter¬ 
house  in  the  hands  of  a  well-managed  company,  and  of  a  large 
number  of  private  establishments,  is  not  difficult  to  decide. 
The  public  health  would  certainly  improve  were  the  present 
slaughter-houses  supplanted  by  a  properly-conducted  abattoir, 
large  enough  to  supply  the  whole  town.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
an  impetus  will  be  given  to  this  reform,  as  well  as  to  others,  by 
the  appointment  of  the  medical  officer  of  health  for  Man¬ 
chester,  and  the  organization  of  a  health  department  of  the 
town  council. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Association,  held  on  the  3rd 
of  November,  a  Sub-Committee  was  appointed  to  consider 
whether  assistance  should  be  proffered  or  not  to  the  com¬ 
missioners  deputed  to  inquire  into  the  pollution  of  the  rivers 
of  this  district.  The  evidence  in  the  possession  of  the  Society 
not  being  sufficiently  conclusive,  the  Sub- Committee  considered 
it  unadvisable  to  do  so.  The  course  followed  with  regard  to 
this  important  subject,  by  no  means  indicates  that  the  Society 
views  with  unconcern  the  present  state  of  our  sewer  rivers,  but 
rather  shows  that  the  matter  is  so  surrounded  with  difficulties, 
that  much  more  labour  will  be  required  to  enable  the  magni¬ 
tude  of  the  nuisance  to  be  properly  estimated  and  remedied. 
The  presence,  on  the  Committee,  of  several  gentlemen  who  have 
rendered  great  service  by  reporting  on  the  condition  of  our 
rivers,  is  a  guarantee  that  the  subject  will  not  be  overlooked. 

The  Association,  assisted  by  the  gentlemen  who  contribute 
the  statistics  of  the  public  medical  charities,  the  meteorological 
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reports,  and  the  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  eleven  regis¬ 
tration  districts,  have  been  enabled  to  continue  their  Weekly 
Return  on  the  Health  and  Meteorology  of  Manchester  and 
Salford.  The  Committee  regard  this  portion  of  their  work  with 
great  satisfaction,  and  tender  their  warm  thanks  to  those  gen¬ 
tlemen  for  their  hearty  co-operation.  It  is  satisfactory  to  find 
that  the  example  set  by  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Sanitary 
Association,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  St.  Maryle- 
bone  is  likely  to  be  generally  followed  in  other  large  towns.  A 
weekly  return  of  new  cases  of  disease  is  published  by  Dr.  Hill, 
of  Birmingham,  and  Dr.  Philipson  is  doing  the  same  service 
for  Newcastle  and  Gateshead. 

The  deaths  in  the  eleven  registration  districts  which  supply 
returns  to  the  Sanitary  Association  amounted  in  the  past  year  to 
13,763;  in  the  previous  year  the  number  was  13,989,  being  226 
more  than  in  1867.  Small-Pox  only  contributed  7  to  this  num¬ 
ber  of  deaths.  In  1864  there  were  127 ;  in  1865,  121 ;  and,  in 
1866,  36  deaths  from  this  disease.  These  facts  indicate  a  steady 
decrease  in  the  mortality  from  this  complaint,  and  are  an  en¬ 
couragement  to  continued  perseverance  in  carrying  out  the 
regulations  respecting  vaccination.  The  deaths  from  Whoop¬ 
ing-Cough  are  a  little  less  than  they  were  in  the  preceding 
year.  In  1862  the  mortality  from  this  disease  was  617 ;  it  fell 
to  256  in  1864,  and  rose  to  458  in  1865  ;  in  1866  and  1867  the 
number  of  deaths  was  489  and  478.  Continued  Fever  is 
another  disease  that  has  been  considerably  less  fatal  than  in  the 
previous  year.  In  the  last  Annual  Report  the  deaths  from  this 
cause  are  set  down  as  being  1061 ;  in  1867  it  proved  fatal  in 
641  instances, — a  decrease  of  420.  The  deaths  from  Measles 
and  Scarlatina  have  been  more  numerous  than  they  were  in  the 
preceding  year  ;  in  1866  they  were  218  and  360  respectively; 
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in  1867,  338  and  554.  Diarrhoea  and  Diseases  of  the  Lungs— 
ailments  most  influenced  by  atmospheric  conditions  —  have 
caused  more  deaths  in  the  year  under  consideration  than  in  the 
preceding  one  ;  thus,  in  1866,  the  deaths  from  these  two  classes 
of  disease  were  1,044  and  3,775,  in  1867  they  rose  to  1,245  and 
4,024. 

The  number  of  cases  of  disease  treated  at  the  Public  Insti¬ 
tutions  of  Manchester  and  Salford,  which  supply  returns  to  the 
Association,  is  notably  greater  in  the  year  under  notice,  while 
the  deaths  occurring  in  the  above  charities  only  exceed  by  four 
those  of  the  previous  year.  The  total  number  of  cases  in  1866 
and  1867  was  74,960  and  79,337,  showing  an  increase  of  4,377 
for  the  latter  period.  The  deaths  among  these  amounted  to 
3,182  and  3,186,  being  at  the  rate  of  1  death  to  every  23*5  cases 
in  1866,  of  1  to  every  24*89  cases  in  1867.  This  corroborates 
a  statement  made  in  a  previous  report  that  sickness  may  be 
more  than  usually  common  without  raising  the  number  of 
deaths  above  the  average. 

The  Committee  find  the  greatest  improvement  in  the  disease 
returns  under  Small-Pox.  In  1863  it  was  epidemic  in  Manchester, 
1,126  cases  then  occurred  in  the  Public  Institutions  named  in 
the  Weekly  Peturn.  It  has  since  become  less  and  less  common 
until  the  number  of  cases  admitted  in  1867  into  these  same 
charities  amounted  only  to  56,  and  not  a  single  death  resulted. 
Whooping-Cough,  Measles,  and  Scarlatina,  have  been  more 
prevalent  in  the  public  practice  of  1867  than  in  that  of  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year.  There  is  reason  to  think  that  last  year  these  were 
more  rife  among  the  poor,  and  so  caused  the  heavier  returns 
from  the  Charitable  Institutions,  for,  taking  the  number  of 
deaths  from  these  diseases  that  occurred  in  the  eleven  registra¬ 
tion  districts  as  our  guide,  we  conclude  that  these  disorders  have 
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not  been  as  general  as  in  1866,  Since  the  conditions  which 
favour  the  development  and  spread  of  these  epidemic  diseases 
are  always  concentrated  among  the  poorer  inhabitants  of  our 
towns,  the  increase  of  these  disorders  among  that  portion  of  the 
community  creates  uneasiness  in  our  minds  with  regard  to  the 
future  course  of  these  diseases,  and  calls  for  renewed  efforts  to 
improve  the  sanitary  state  of  the  worst  parts  of  the  town,  and 
to  aid  in  the  separation  from  the  healthy  of  those  seized  with 
these  infectious  diseases.  The  proportion  which  subsisted  be¬ 
tween  the  numbers  of  those  affected  by  Whooping-Cough, 
Measles,  and  Scarlatina  in  1866  was  pretty  nearly  maintained 
in  1867.  Whooping-Cough  was  the  most  prevalent;  847  cases 
were  returned,  being  an  increase  of  219  for  the  year,  40  proved 
fatal  (1  in  21  cases).  Next  in  frequency  comes  Measles,  with 
650  cases  and  27  deaths  (1  in  24),  the  increase  here  amounted  to 
282 ;  and,  lastly,  Scarlatina,  with  603  cases  and  48  deaths  (1 
in  12),  the  increase  being  180.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that, 
during  the  last  seven  years,  these  three  diseases  have  risen  and 
fallen  in  frequency  to  a  great  extent  together.  Five  cases  of 
Diphtheria  occurred  during  the  past  year,  one  of  which  proved 
fatal ;  there  is  under  this  column  a  diminution  by  one  half 
upon  the  return  of  1866. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  find  that  Continued  Fever  has  greatly 
decreased,  3397  cases  are  reported,  with  229  deaths,  being  in 
the  comparatively  low  proportion  of  1  death  to  every  15  cases. 
In  the  previous  year,  the  number  of  cases  was  4752,  and  of  the 
deaths  426,  or  1  to  11  cases.  Continued  Fever  has  been  year 
by  year  increasing  in  frequency  since  1863  ;  in  the  subjoined 
table  the  rate  of  its  increase  and  mortality  is  plainly  shown  -

It  reached  its  height  in  1866,  though  the  proportion  of 
deaths  to  cases  remained  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  It 
is  to  be  hoped,  that  the  diminution  in  the  number  of  eases  and 
of  deaths  in  the  year  1867,  indicates  a  tendency  to  continued 
decrease  in  this  disease.  The  proportion  of  deaths,  from  Fever, 
to  the  population  of  Manchester,  is  still  higher  than  the  average 
in  large  towns.  The  great  improvement  upon  last  year  should 
not  lead  us  to  relax  in  our  efforts  to  improve  the  condition  of 
the  poor,  for  much  reliance  cannot  he  placed  upon  inferences 
deduced  from  the  number  of  cases  of  Fever  occurring  in  one 
year.  It  is  necessary  in  this  instance,  as  is  well  known,  to 
deal  with  the  average  of  several  years,  in  order  to  draw  reliable 
conclusions.  As  Continued  Fever  is  the  zymotic  disease  least 
liable  to  fluctuation  from  atmospheric  and  other  influences, 
irrespective  of  the  sanitary  condition  and  prosperity  or  poverty 
of  the  population,  its  frequency,  or  otherwise,  best  serves  to 
indicate  an  improvement  or  deterioration  in  the  condition  of  a 
community. 

Diarrhoea  has  not  been  so  rife  in  the  public  practice  of 
Manchester  and  Salford  in  1867  as  in  1866,  but  the  deaths 
among  the  cases  that  came  under  treatment  were  much  higher 
last  year  than  in  the  previous  one.  Thus,  while  it  has  been 
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much  less  common,  it  has  caused  the  greater  mortality.  In 
1866,  the  number  of  cases  was  6421,  of  deaths  94,  or  1  in  every 
68  cases.  In  1867,  the  number  of  cases  fell  to  3492,  and  the 
deaths  rose  to  133,  or  1  to  every  24  cases, — a  most  heavy 
mortality.  When  we  consider  that  Diarrhoea,  if  properly 
attended  to,  proves  fatal  in  about  1  case  to  every  200,  the 
return  under  this  head,  for  last  year,  indicates  an  immense 
amount  of  misery  and  neglect. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  refer  to  the  accompanying 
list  of  lectures  delivered  during  the  year.  By  these  means, 
appeals  have  been  made  to  those  who  continually  live  in  dis¬ 
regard  of  the  laws  of  health  to  do  what  was  in  their  power  to 
remove  all  causes  of  disease.  The  interest  taken  in  these  lectures, 
as  shown  by  the  large  audiences  which  they  drew,  is  an  encou¬ 
ragement  to  further  efforts  of  this  kind. 

The  operations  of  the  Society  have  thus  covered  a  wide 
field  ;  the  Government  has  been  memorialized  to  improve  the 
registration  of  deaths,  and  to  aid  in  appointing  medical  officers 
of  health  generally  throughout  the  country ;  the  local  autho¬ 
rities  have  been  communicated  with  on  matters  relating  to  the 
health  of  our  city ;  and  the  working  classes  have  been  taught  to 
protect  themselves  against  the  diseases  so  rife  among  them. 
It  is  only  necessary  for  the  work  that  is  annually  being  per¬ 
formed  by  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Sanitary  Association 
to  become  generally  known,  in  order  to  enlist  on  its  behalf  the 
assistance  of  the  wealthy  and  benevolent. 

The  Committee,  in  recording  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Morgan, 
take  the  opportunity  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the  very 
valuable  services  rendered  by  him  to  the  Association  during  the 
five  years  that  he  held  the  office  of  Honorary  Secretary.

It  has  been  thought  advisable  that  the  mortaility  return  be  remodelled; 
the  deaths  from  the  several  causes,  hitherto  given  separately,  are  now  included  in 
the  general  grouping.  For  more  detailed  information,  reference  can  he  made  to  the 
Weekly  Returns.  Moreover,  the  rate  of  death  to  population  is  omitted,  as  it  is 
impossible  to  ascertain  with  anything  like  accuracy  the  variation  of  population 
from  year  to  year.  To  assume  that  the  rate  of  increase  will  be  the  same  as  it  was 
during  the  ten  years  preceding  the  last  census  will  certainly,  in  this  locality,  lead 
to  error.  An  illustration  in  proof  may  be  supplied  by  the  fact  that  the  increase 
of  population  in  the  township  of  Manchester  at  the  census  of  1851,  from  the  preyious

one  of  1841,  was  about  15  per  cent.,  but  at  the  census  of  1861  the  population 
had  decreased  nearly  1  per  cent.;  and  again,  in  Hulme,  at  the  census  of  1841,  the 
increase  from  1831  was  about  200  per  cent,  and  at  that  of  1851  it  was  about  100 
per  cent.,  but  at  that  of  1861  the  increase  was  only  about  30  per  cent.  The 
plan  of  estimating  a  certain  number  of  persons  for  each  house  built  is  also 
fallacious,  as  the  density  of  population  varies  in  towns  considerably  with  the 
circumstances  of  the  times.  The  method  adopted  in  previous  tables  of  adding  the 
excess  of  births  over  deaths  cannot  yield  accurate  results,  because  it  does  not  include 
the  effects  of  emigration  and  immigration.
